THE NEW ADMINISTRATION. 


Benjamin Harrison was installed in. 


the office of President of the United 
States Monday. No President bas ever 
been inaugurated under more hopeful 
conditions. Tbe country is at peace 
with all the 
world.. Tbe 
National 


Treasury is fall to overflowing. Two- 
thirds of the debt created in tbe War ol 
the Rebellion has been paid in tbe first 
quarter of a century. Tbe credit of 
this Government, lays the Gal), is BO 
high thai the premium oil bonds reduces 
interest to about 2 per cent. Tbe rev- 
enues are so large tbat with u little 
legislation tbe money1 could be collected 
for any war we are likely to engage in 
without floating new bonds. What is 
better (ban this is th» harmony which1 


exists among all tbe States of tbe Union. 
Though tbe South baa lost the National 
Government, she is reconciled to the 
loss in tbe belief tbat the incoming 
Administration will be juet !o all sec- 
tions. There are no mutterings.in any 
quarter to disturb tbe serenity of tbe 
present 
outlook. Another 
hopeful 


promise is tbe decline of party spirit. 
While the convictions of tbe people in 
party contests are as firm as ever, tbey 
are expressed with less rancor. There 
is no considerable number of meu now 
who distrust a man personally because 
be is a member of the opposite party. 
Tbe violence of language which marked 
political contests half a century ago has 
nearly disappeared. The party which 
opposed General Harrison epeak kindly 
of tbe man. They realize that he is for 
the time the head of the American na> 
and that an Administration that will be 
good for one party mast also be good 
for the other. If the credit and honor 
of the American nation are advanced 
tinder Mr. Harrison's Administration, 
the people, without distinction of party, 
will reap the benefit. It may be said 
with equal truth that Mr. Cleveland 
takes with him into retirement tbe best 
wishes of the party tbat opposed him 
politically. 
His Administration has 


been respectable; no one has thought 
of calling in question the integrity of 
Mr. Cleveland. He advanced views on 
important industrial questions which 
made his retirement desirable, but 
whatever of ill-feeling there may have 
been in the contest disappeared wiib 
the announcement of the result 
Th» 


absence of personal feeling in our pol- 
itics is one 
ot the safeguards 
of 


the republic. When danger threatens 
the Government, men of all parties will 
come to the rescue. Maintaining pleas- 
ant personal relations without distinc- 
tion of party, thera is the oornmou 
ground of personal regard upon which 
they can meet for deliberatiou. So far 
as the human mind can penetrate the 
future, the best and most prosperous 
dayi ol the American Republic are be- 
fore it. 
Our form of government is an 


experiment only, as all human institu- 
tions are experiments. It is the best 
development of the bam an mind to-day. 
The future may show improvements, 
bat so far as the world has progrsseed 
in tbe science of government, the best 
product has fallen to us.' Monarchy IB 
an older form of government, but sig->s 
of decay are already visible. Another 
period like that which has attended the 
development of tbe Republican idea will, 
in all probability, witness the over- 
brow of the last throne in Europe. 


THB FIFTIETH CONGBB88. 


A Retrospective Glance at'On* of th 


Molt Notable Seoloni Yet Held. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Undoubted! 


tbe most noteworthy legislative aet 
tbe Fiftieth Congress, which closes a 
noon to-morrow, has been the paesag 
of the Aet by which there will be a 
addition of four new stars to the nations 
colors. 
The first session was mad 


unusually interesting by the fact tbat 
national election was near at band, >n 
tbat the lines of both parties wer 
closely drawn, with the leaders watch 
ing eagerly for every opportunity tha 
might give them an advantage, howeve 
alight, in the approaching contest 
Although tbe measure which oaused th 
prolongation ol the first session to 
time beyond all precedent, failed 
enactment and resulted in nothing eav 
a mighty torrent of debate, Congres 
nevertheless achieved a considerabl 
amount of work. Mora bills have been 
introduced and more enacted into law 
than during any other Congress. 


In the matter of vetoes, tbe hereto- 


fore unsurpassed record of the Forty 
ninth Congress has been beaten, Fresi 
dent Cleveland disapproving of mar 
bills during the last two years of hi 
Administration than during (he firs 
two. He has vetoed directly 278 bill 
—157 more than all his predecessor 
combined, 
from 
Washington down 


while a number of the measures tha 
have been objected to were "pocket 
vetoes. 


During the two sessions there wer 


introduced in the House 12,659 kills 
or 1,100 more than in the precedin 
Congress, and 267 joint resolutions 
or five more than in the Forty-ninti 
Congress. Committee reports have been 
made to the nnmbar of 4,154. 


In the Senate 3,993 bills and 14 


joint resolution!) nave been introduced 
against 3,354 bills and 118 resolution 
daring the Forty-ninth Congress, whic 
broke all previous records in this reaped 
There were 2,706 written reports made, 
or over 700 in excess of the preceding 
Congress. Of ail these bills and join 
resolutions 1,789 became laws, of which 
number 190 originated in the House 
and 601 in the Senate. 


The President also sent veto mes 


sages of 99 House and 47 Senate bills, 
or 14 more than were made during tbi 
previous Congress. 


The London Standard Bays the Harri

pointing and was not written to please 
Anglo-Saxons on- tbat side cf the Atlan- 
tic.

This estimate has been based upon f.he 
assumption that two Republican mem- 
bers of Congress would be given certi- 
ficates from West Virginia, but the Gov- 
ernor of tbat State has issued certifi- 
cates of election to theil Democratic 
competitors, thus giving the State four 
Democrats. There ia a hitch also in 
the oaae of Evans (Republican) from 
Tennessee. The Governor has declared 
his purpose to give Evans a certificate, 
but the Secretary of State refuses to 
sign it. Tbia informality may deprivl; 
Mr. Evans ot bis vote while the -House 
is being organized. No certificate can 
be given the opponent of Mr. Evans, 
but the Republicans "are likely to lose 
one vote they hail counted upon to 
effect an organization'. 
Giving the 


Democrats the. two West Virginia seats 
tbey have 161 members of the present 
House. 
The Republicans have 163 


members to whom regular certificates 
have been issued. 
The majority is 


narrow, but if all are in their seats when 
the House convenes it will be enough. 
In the cenrse of tha Bummer five new 
members will be elected from the new 
States, of which all are likely to be Re- 
publican. If Montana should elect a 
Democrat, which is possible, the new 
States will coutributa three vot«s to tha 
present Republican majority. 
When 


Congress meets iu December, if there 
are no vacancies created meantime, the 
Republicans will have a majority of at 
least five. In tbe Senate tbe Republican 
ascendency is more clearly established. 
The Senate, which meets in executive 
session at the call of the President, is 
composed of 39 Republicans and 37 
Democrats. 
The new Senator from 


Delaware takes tbe place in a political 
division of parties which Iliddleberger 
vacates. The gain to the Republicans 
will be in the fact that the Deleware 
Senator ia a Republican in good stand- 
ing, while Bidclletarger was, to any the 
least, eccentric in his party relations. 
It is not known that there are any weak- 
kneed Senators on the Republican sida. 
On party questions they will probubly 
vote as a unit. In the matter of con- 
firmations of appointments Senators on 
both aides will exercise a right of 
private judgment. It is not probable 
that the Democrats will ns a body op- 
pose an appointment that is not per- 
sonally objectionable to them, and if a 
clearly improper nomination is made 
the Republicans cannot be counted on 
to give a party vote.

The Archbishop's Jlnles for Its Ob- 


•ervance. 


The Archbishop of the aroh diocese ef 


San Francisco bas issued tho following 
regulations for Lent: 


1. All the faithful who have com- 


pleted their twenty-first year are, unless 
legitimately dispensed, bound to ob- 
serve the fast of Lent. 


2. All days of Lent, Sundays ex- 


cepted, are fast days of obligation on 
one meal. 


3. By dispensation, granted Angus! 


3d, 1877, for ten yean, flesh meat is 
allowed at tha principal meal on all 
days of Lent, except Wednesdays, 
Fridays, Ember Saturday, and the Sat- 
urday of Holy Week. 


4. The use of flesh moat and fish is 


forbidden at the same meal, even on 
Sundays. 


5. At the collation it U permitted to 


use bread, all kinds of frnit, vegetables 
and fish, and by dispensation granted 
February 9tb, 1887, for ten years, tho 
use of butter, cheese, milk and eggs is 
also permitted. 


C. The use of lard in permitted in 


preparing food on all days throughout 
tbe year. 


7. When the principal meal, cannot 


be taken at midday, it may be taken in 
the evening, and the collation in the 
morning. 


8. All persons under twenty-one 


years or over sixty years of age, those 
who are engaged in hard labor, tha sick 
and convalescent, and those who can- 
not fast without injury to tboir health, 
are exempt from the obligation of fast- 
ing. 


9. Those who are not bound to fast 


may nae' flesh meat more than once each 
day on which its use is permitted. 


10. Those wbo have any reasonable 


doubt as to their obligation to fast or 
abstain, should consult their confessor, 


11. The time for fulfilling tbe pre- 


cept of Easter communion extends in 
tbe Archdiocese from the first Sunday 
of Lent to the end of the Octave of 
Pentecost. 


12. The rectors of tbe diocese are 


requested to have Lenten devotions in 
(heir churches on the Wednesday, 
Friday and Sunday evenings of each 
week.
